Before the wires were cut, how­ 
ever. enough was learned to show' 
that the federals were in a hopeless J-chicago 
position. After having resisted in an 
almost superhum an m anner a steady 
artillery fire lasting thirty hours, the 
federal forces were badly demoraliz­ 
ed -and a precipitate flight to the 
American side of the border was ex­ 
pected.
